HAIG MEN PLUNGE ON

Giant Rushes On French Line

LONDON, April 26.—Complete re­ 
pulse of a violent m a ile d counter-at­ 
tack by G erm an forces against new 
British positions around Gavr lie was 
announced in Field Marshal Haig's of­ 
ficial sta te m e n t today. 
“ Barly a t night the enem y again 
endeavored to a ttack our new posi­ 
tions at 
Gavrelle,’’ 
he 
said. 
“His 
troops were caught in 
our 
artillery 
barrage and completely repulsed.’’ 
Germ any is now suffering her m ost 
appalling losses of the w ar in th e des­ 
perate endeavors of her arm y staff to 
stop the British drive by sheer weight 
of hum an masse»* opposing it. North 
of the Scarp© river today, w here the 
British fought ahead almost inch by 
inch in the face of, great 
m asses 
of 
men, the carn ag e was g reater 
than 
th at suffered by the enemy since the 
w ar start d. 
F ront dispatches today carried the 
idea that th e Germans, realizing no 
trench works could stand again t the 
levelling fire of the British artillery, 
were seeking to m ake a wall or living 
h um an beings against 
the 
advance. 
Into the closely packed troops o p i n ­ 
ing, the British tiro did terrific work. 
T housands of 
mangled 
bollies 
are 
flung over the battle field along the 
Scarpe, mostly Germans. 
Tile British 
losses have been 
exceedingly 
low, 
considering the ferocity of the fight­ 
ing. 
That the terrible m ortality of the 
German troops is underm ining their 
m o ra le ^ » apparent l y statem ents of 
p» isoners. 
The Germ an troops -all 
of them picked divisions—a re literally 
driven into th e 
fighting 
line 
now. 
Those who survive the deadly accu­ 
racy of the British artillery fire ana 
the pounding of tho British infantry 
attacks are exceedingly glad to be ta­ 
ken prisoner. 
Today it appeared that the British 
and the enem y were deadlocked to the 
oui ui oi n u »ca. pe. 'The iii ive toward 
Douai along this line was being op­
